To-day were it not for the dis- 
crimination made against Nevada by the 
railroad company thousands of acres 
of land would be covered with golden 
grain. Oar wheat is superior to the 
California product and flour made from 
it is always .in demand. With a road to 
tide-water, whereby the Nevada gran- 
ger could compete successfully with his 
California neighbor, a magical change 
would take place and the State would be 
sending its cereals to the ocean market. 
It is nonsense to charge the people of 
this State with negligence or to upbraid 
them lor not exercising more energy in 
building up the commerce of Nevada. 
No Stata in in the Union has labored 
under the Barns disadvantages. 
Our 


farmers would have beeii crushed long 
ago, but for the natural home advantages 
that surround them. It was useless for 
them to raise a surplus greater than that 
requisite foi home consumption, for the 
reason that there was no other market 
that they could reach. Population has 
been turned from our boundaries and 
other States have reaped benefits that 
belonged to Nevada. The time is com- 
ing when this state of affairs will un- 
dergo a radical change, when Nevada 
will demand recognition as an agricul- 
tural State and will receive it, when 
a highway to tide-water will ba afforded 
its people and unjust discrimination will 
be wiped out of existence. Even now 
the seeds of a bright future are ta 
root in our State and with all the tirade 
that has been heaped up on "Botten 
Borough" it will yet become what it 
should have been long ago, one of the 
most prosperous States in the Union. 


king< Jbehalf 


A San Francisco newspaper, in dis- 


cussing the annual report of Surveyor- 
General Irish, says that it " places Ne- 
vada before the country in a more favor- 
able light than heretofore, for its nick- 
name, the 'Sagebrush State,' has given 
the East a wrong impression." This is 
true; if the officer's estimate is correct, 
and 21,000 square miles may be brought 
into tillage by use ol waste waters and 
artesian wells for irrigation, a wealthy 
and permanent population is implied. 
That area is nearly half as large as 
Iowa; it is five times as large as Con- 
necticut, ten times as large as Delaware, 
more than twice na large ns Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire or New Jersey, 
and nearly twenty times as large na 
Bhode Island. 


Rhode Island has a population of 


250,000, and when one considers the re- 
sources of Nevada, aside from those 
purely agricultural, there seems to be no 
leasou why it should not become a 
largely populated State. 
The mines 


produced last year nearly $10,000,000, 
and the stock interest nearly as much ; 
BO we can see no reason why tho State 
should not attract immigration and take 
high rank. It hns been called a "rot- 
ten borough " and subjected to uiunerit- 
ed abase, which it is time to resent. 
The people who are here have held the 
fort like brave frontiersmen. It taken 
about two generations of such to fix the 
conditions of permanent development, 
BO that the hand of the clock is ap- 
proaching the hour of destiny for Ne- 
vada. An accession of population means 
not only the development of her agricul- 
tural resources, but of her mines and 
stock interests as well. 


Ei-Senator A. A, Sargent, of Califor- 


nia, has passed away. In losing him 
the Pacific Coast has lost an able man, 
and the place he has vacated will be 
hard to fill. As a public man he was 
noted for his determination and energy, 
and in his official capacity labored earn- 
estly for the welfare of the Pacific Coast.

He 
reached Belfast last Friday, went thence 
to Dublin, spent three days, thence 
went to Cork and Queenstown tor a sin- 
gle day, and thence back to Dublin, 
which he finally quitted 
Thursday 


morning. The Lord Mayor of Dublin 
gave him a pressing invitation to re- 
main over Sunday and accept a banquet 
in his honor, to which he proposed to 
invite 150 guests. Thia Blaine was re- 
luctantly obliged to decline. In hii» let- 
ter to the Lord Mayor, though not 
written for print, but published without 
Elaine's consent, ho says: "I shall not 
•oon forget the kindness I have received 
in Ireland. The deep interest I feel in 
the prosperity and welfare of her people 
will, if possible, be increased by my 
visit among them." 


Nor will they soon forget Blaine. I 


hear from Irish sources tbat his visit 
excites lively interest, and the deep re- 
gret Which Blaine expresses at his in- 
ability to prolong his stay is shared by 
all foremost Irishmen.

WELCOME 


Jealous? Ansonv the Different Bep- 


re«e»t»tlv«8 on tne Island*. 


A correspondent of the New York 


Herald gives an interesting description 
of the feeling that exists between the 
American Minister and the representa- 
tive of Great Britain. The following 
extract will be read with interest by 
those who have been watching the 
course of events on the Islandu. The 
correspondent says: 


Notwithstanding predictions of the 


Koluakau or soothsayers that Queen 
Kapiolani would never roach home, Her 
Duskiness turned up safe and sound on 
Tuesday. 
Her reception by the foreign 


representatives was far more effusive 
than by the home people. 
The- Adams 


and Conquest were dressed with bunting 
from stem to stern and manned their 
yards when the steamer entered the 
channel. Captain Oxley had said that 
he would not send his men aloft, but 
Commander Kemfif announced that he 
would, and so they bo* h did. At the 
wharf a squad of police was drawn up, 
the Ministers were about, the British 
Commissioner was very actively on hand 
and the band played its loudest, if not 
its best. There wan no cheering, a few 
Hawaiians chanted a fnint welcome, and 
then the travelling party was diiven off 
to the Palace in the State carriages by 
coachmen in a blazing scarlet livery. 
Altogether the welcome home was rather 
depressing, and as though to make it 
more so tho tug bearing the party missed 
its landing and had to come qut and 
around again. The American Minister 
was somewhere in the crowd iu a buggy, 
and thereby hangB a tale. 


OUB MINISTEB AT A DINNEB. 


On the previous evening the Hon. 


Samuel Picker gave a dinner, at which 
the King, British Commissioner Watoh- 
ouse, Commander Kemff and his officers, 
Captain Oxley and his lieutenants and 
United States Minister Resident George 
W. Merrill were present. One Minister 
proposed a toast with the soup and an- 
other with the entrees. By that time all 
the British guests were on the broad 
grin. Our representative, however, per- 
sisted in keepinj]; the floor and in mak- 
ing speeches. The host, much to the 
relief of the American officers, good 
naturedly brought the dinner to an ab- 
rupt close. Efforts were made to keep 
the disgraceful matter quiet, but it soon 
became town talk. It is all the more to 
be regretted because the American Min- 
ister has ever since his appointment 
been made to feel that he was not freely 
accorded all the respect bis position de- 
manded. 


DIPLOMATIC JEALOUSY. 


Up to the time of the arrival of the 


Adama the British Commissioner never 
called on our Minister, nor did Mr. Mer- 
rill call on him. Mr. Merrill beld that 
he was the senior iu rank, and that this 
fact should be so 
acknowledged by 


Watchouse paying the first visit, but 
this the Englishman refused to do. 
Finally, after two years of thia foolish- 
ness, the Minister and Commissioner 
met on board the Adams, and then 
WatchougQ decided to acknowledge Mer- 
rill's position by leaving his card at the 
American Consulate to be forwarded to 
the Minister, to which Merrill responded 
by sending Watchouse his card through 
the same triangular channel. It seemed 
then as if priority of rank was a settled 
question, when the British ship Con- 
quest came in and upset it all. 


A QUESTION 03? SALUTES. 


When tho British Commissioner went 


on board Captain Oxley gave him thir- 
teen guns, and when the American Min- 
ister went on board he was given the 
same salute. 
On 
this 
Commander 


Kempff asked the British captain why it 
was that the Commissioner's salute had 
been raised two guns, the proper num- 
ber being eleven, and the American 
Minister's lowered two, the proper num- 
ber being fifteen. To this Oxley replied 
shortly that he had followed his special 
instructions, f>o the matter rested. It is 
the opinion of both the American, com- 
mander and the Minister that the mat- 
should not rest there, and while it is 
probable that both will present the facts 
to their departments, it will do no harm 
for the Herald to be the first in giving 
to the world the true story of this small 
example of British discourtesy. For all 
ol these reasons, Merrill, our Minister 
to the Hawaiian Islands, would not 
weaken his position if he more thor- 
oughly appreciated and maintained its 
dignity.

A PaoPOSITION FOB IHDIAHS.—A oom- 


munioalion was received in Reno from 
a party acting for the hop raisers in 
Sacramento Valley, stating that hands 
would be short this season, and in- 
quiring if it was possible to get Indians 
to do the work. Heretofore the crop 
has been gathered by Chinamen, bat the 
hop raisers now desire to give' the 
preference to the Indians, provided they 
will accept and can leave Nevada for 
thU purpose. It is a good proposition, 
and would be a source of profit to Indi- 
ans who h»ng about the railroad towns 
in this State doing nothing. It would 
give employment to a large number of 
redskins, and after being once adopted 
by them, they would do the work as 
regularly as they do their fishing and 
hunting. There is certainly no obstacle 
in the way, in fact, everybody would en- 
courage them in going. It would be 
well for those in authority to consult 
with the Indians m regard to the matter, 
and if they take kindly to the proposi- 
tion, notify Mr. W. H. Beatty,- oFs&cru- 
maBto, of the fact. 
The children and 


all could find employment, and at one 
cent per pound could make good wages. 
Their attention should be called to the 
matter, and let them consider it. A 
large number could be accommodated. 


Tra: SMITH 
MINK.—Mr. Smith, of 


Washoe, was in Reno yesterday, and 
stated that the mine operated by him- 
self and brother is looking well. They 
are running a cross cut at the present 
time to cut another ledge, There is & 
shaft 150 feet deep on the property, and 
they are now at work running a tunnel 
to tap the vein in another place which 
will cut it at the depth of 100 feet. The 
ledge varies from six inches to three 
feet in width, and is exclusively gold 
bearing quartz. Assays of the rock run 
from a few dollars to as high as four or 
five hundred. 
They propose to con- 


tinue prospecting the mine, and just as 
soon as sufficient ore is in sight to jus- 
tify them, they will erect a mill on the 
property. 
They have a good water 


power, capable of running a large mill, 
and can reduce their ore at small cost. 
The property is advantageously located, 
and is not distant more than quarter of 
a mile from where the mill will be 
placed. They have been doing work on 
the mine steadily for three years past, 
and are deserving of a good find.
